INSPECTLON AT FREE 
STATE PORTS.

A jetter was read from the London, 
Midland and Scottish Railway Company at 
vesterday s meeting of the Dublin Port and 
Docks Board, stating that they had been 
approached by the Free State Department of 
Lands and Agriculture with a view of pro- 
viding accommodation and facilities fo 
inspection of eggs and butter in the com- 
pany’s sheds at the North Wall prior to 
shipment for export. In the letter there 
were set out some of the alterations in the 
vemises that might be required. The 
epartment asked that an estimate of the 
cost of these alterations might be supplied, 
although at the time of writing it had not 
been settled which of the authorities con- 
cerned should bear the cost. 

Mr. Nicholls suggested that the matter be 
referred to the board's Engineer to make 
out an estimate, 

Mr, David Barry said that the representa- 
uses of the shipping companies had been in 
conference with the representatives of the 
Department. Al] the companies were anxious 
io assist, but they wanted to have it more 
clearly defined what the Department’s require- 
ments were. 

Mr. McDowell pointed out that it was at 
the request of t Free State Government 
officials, who had made an inspection of the 
premises, that the London, Midland and Scot- 
tish Railway desired to get from the Board's 
engineer an estimate of the likely cost, in 
order to facilitate and meet the requirements 
of the Department's officials. 


EVERY PORT INVOLVED. 

Mr. W. Baird suggested that the question 
might be held over until the next meeting 
of the Board, The subject of the Depart- 
ment’s letter appealed to every port in 
ireland. The at ping companies had had 
meetings with the Department on the subject, 
and the companies had promised to assist in 
every possible way. It had been arranged 
that the various companies’ berths should be 
examined, and that the Department would 
write to the companies to let them know what 
was required, after which the matter would 
be brought before this Board. 

Mr. McDowell said that his company (the 
Loudon, Midland and Scottish) desired to have 
the matter dealt with at once. 

Mr. Baird said that he wished it to be 
understood that all the companies were 
anxious to assist the Free State De rtment, 
and his reason for suggesting that the matter 
be lett over for a week was that in the 
meantime they might have a written state- 
ment from the Department as to their require- 
ments. The Board would then have some- 

ng definite to go upon. 

On the motion of Mr. G. Byrne, seconded 

Mr. Field, it was decided to refer the 
matter to the Engineer, with a request to him 
to make out an estimate of the cost of the 
proposed alterations.

In the Dublin District Court yesterday, 
two women, who had declined to give their | 
names to the police, aud were described on 
the charge sheet as: ! ) 

(1) A woman, about 359 years, Sft. áin. 
in height, slim build, dark hair and 
complexion, 

2) A woman, about 52 years of age, 5ft. 
4in., medium build, dark hair and 
complexion, | 

were charged with having, on the 25th 

January, 1928, in the City of Dublin, con- 

spired with each other, and with divers persons 

unknown, to publish criminal and seditious 
libels concerning the Governor-General of 

Suorstat Eireann, the Minister for Justice, 

Cornelius Sugrue, and Robert Grace. 

On a ead count they were charged with 
having, on the 25th January, conspired with 
each other and with divers persons unknown, 
to incite members of the public to murder 
the Governor-General and other persons. 


“THE INVINCIBLES.” 

Mr. Charles Bewlel, K.C., who (instructed 
by Mr. D. O'Flaherty), appeared for the 
police authorities, said that the two defen- 
dants were brought before the Court some 
time ago on a charge of posting bills on pro- 
perty which was not theirs. wo 
other charges were now brought against them. 

The first notice which they were charged 
with posting started with the words : “ Who 
were the Invincibles?’’ and went on to state 
that the *‘ Invincibles’’ were the men who, 
in 1882, executed two of England's officials. 

REIGN OF BRITISH OFFICIALS. — 

The second notice was headed: '' The 
Pheenix Park Executions,’’ and it stated that 
' England's two officials were executed by 
the National Invincibles in 1882,” and that 
‘England's officials had no more right in 
Ireland in 1882 than they bave to-day in 


‘* England’s officials were using force in ex- 
terminating the Gael In the year 1882 alone 
26,836 evictions took place. Irishmen of that 
day were manly enough to avenge the 
massacres of Belmullet and Ballina. 

‘Time has brought one change ; England 
has bribed Irishmen, Healys and McNeills, 
to do the work of Forster and Cavendish. 

“ Oh, countrymen, when will ye rise up 
and end the reign of British officials in Ire- 
land? Who will avenge the murders ol! 
Mountjoy, Ballyseedy ?”’ 


TREATMENT OF PRISONERS. 

Counsel pointed out that these notices were 
osted up a few days before the arrival of 
Mr. McNeill, the new Governor-General. A 
third notice referred to the treatment of 
prisoners in Mountjoy. | 

A detective officer gave evidence of seeing 
the defendants posting up the notices near 
the Mansion House. « 

Mr. Bewley asked to have the defendants 
returned for trial to the Circuit Court. 

SENT FOR TRIAL. 

Mr. Collins, District Justice, said that he 
would return the defendants to the Circuit 
Court.

APPEAL DISMISSED. 
(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE JOHNSTON AND 
MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

John Curran, by Edizabeth Curran, his next 
friend, Gardiner’s place. Dublin, appealed 
against a decision of Circuit Judge Davitt 
dismissing his application under the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act for compensation

TRUSTS OF AN OLD WILL. 

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
An application to veceive a consent and 
make it a rule of Court was made in a 
case of Campbell v. Campbell, which was 
instituted m 1916 for the purpose of having 
carried out the trusts of the will of Michael 
Murphy, who had resided in Belfast, and 
who died as far back as 1856. It appeared 
that he owned considerabie house aud other 
property in Belfast, in York street, Little 
George's street, Michael .street, Academy 
street and Union street. He left ten children, 
and left his real and freehold estate in Relfast 
to trustees for the benefit of his children. 
The present executors, who are the plaintiffs, 
having been advised that they could not 
safely continue to distribute the rents and 
profits save under the direction of the Court, 


| instituted the action. 


The consent. provided for a sale of the 
property and division of the proceeds. 

lhe question was discussed whether the 
property, being situated in Northern Ireland, 


could be the subject of a vesting order made 


in the Free State High (Court. 

Mr. Leonard; K.C., who, with Mr. EF. J. 
Kelly instructed by Messrs. T. J. MacGrath 
and Co.), appeared for the Sisters of Mercy, 
Cincinnati, United States, submitted that. the 
Court had power to make an order vesting 
the property in the trustees for the purposes 
of sale, the parties concerned having agreed 
in the terms of the consent. He had been 
told that vesting orders had been made in 
reference to land out of the Free State in 
which the parties had consented. 

Mr. Walker, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Poole (instructed by Messrs. L’Estrange and 
Brett), for the plaintiffs, said that under the 
Trustee Act of 1894 the Court had power to 
make a vesting order. That Act was now the 
law of the Free State. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that he wanted 
to see what validity his vesting order would 
have in the North of Ireland. They had an 
Adaptation Act in the Free State. But how 
was it in Northern Ireland? He thought that 
if it became necessary to make a vesting 
declaration in the North the application 
would come much more regularly as a matter 
of course if he had assumed that he had not 
jurisdiction 

Mr. Leonard suggested that his lordship 
might not make a vesting order, but simply 
appoint trustees. 

t was agreed, after some further discussion, 
that the portion of the consent referring to 
the vestipg of the property in trustees should 
be eliminated. 

Mr. Justice Meredith received the amended 
consent and made it a rule of Court; and, 
on the application of the parties, he allowed 
each of the Messrs. Campbell £50 as 
remuneration for his services as trustee.

£27 the property of the Minister for Posts 
and Telegraphs 

Mr. Carrigan K.C. (instructed by the State 
Solicitor), who prosecuted, said that a Miss 
O'Hara had been appointed chief assistant to 
the postmistress at Eramiio, County Dublin, 
and on the date in question she checked and 
put the cash in the box which was reserved 
for that purpose. This box was placed in 
a safe, and the key was placed elsewhere. 
Repairs to the furniture were being carried 
out in the premises by the accused man, and 
when Miss O'Hara returned to the house at 
11 p.m. Ryan was in the kitchen doing repairs 
to a sofa. Miss O’ Hara heard ain and 
Ryan asked her: “Have you put the bar on 
the door?” and “Have you got the cash 
all right?” 

When she came down stairs she found that 
ithe safe had been opened and money taken. 
| Ryan telephoned to the police. One of the 
| glass panels of the front door, which had 
| been replaced with a sheet of cardboard, she 
found broken, and the bar across the door 
had been removed from its socket. The police 
believed that the operations had been effected 
from the inside of the premises. 

Guard Callaghan said that when he arrived 
at the post oftice the accused man told him 
that an entrance had been effected, and 
pointed out the condition of the door and 
panels. Ryan said on the telephone that a 
man had been in the shop, and pening Be 
added that someone must have broken 
through the panel. Having regard to the 
appearances, however, this seemed unlikely, 
and Ryan. said that it was peculiar. 

Answering Mr. Sherry (instructed by Mr. 
J. V. Brady), who defended, the witness said 
that the accused man’s wife had been post- 
mistress of Crumlin. While he was examining 
the premises Ryan made no effort to concea 
anything. As far as he knew Ryan had 
always been a respectable man. A careful 
search of the premises was made, but no 
money was found. . The accused man had a 
sum of 5s. 4d. in his possession. 

Edward Massey, a postal official, gave 
evidence of the amount of money that was 
contained in the Crumlin post office. 

Answering Mr, Sherry he said that he had 
known Mrs. Ryan for 15 years. She had been 
postmistress of Crumlin. No fault whatever 
had been found with her; in fact aiter she 
had resigned she was considered for another 
position. 

The further hearing of the case was 
adjourned till to-day.

Thomas Moore and Patrick J. Nolan, sent 
to a Borstal institution for two years; Annie 
Ryan, Henry Smith and Thomas Joseph 
White. allowed out on bail to come up for 
judgment if called upon. 

The judge, referring to the acts of the old 
woman's neighbours, who took the sack off 
her back, ripped it open, and scattered the 
monev upon the ground, said that it was hard 
to believe that such savagery could exist in 
a civil’sed country. One always believed that 
this country was famous for the charity of 
its poor towards the poor, but in this instance 
the reverse was the case.

There were further brisk exchanges at 
the sitting of the second Irish Uroker 
Commission at the offices of the Ameri- 
can Consulate-General, Merrion square, 
Dublin, yesterday. 

Mr. Cornelius Ferris, Consulate-General, 
presided. 

Mr. Wood, K.C., counsel for com- 
plainants, the Croker children, was 
absent. 

THE TIME LIMITS, 

The question of the time limits for the 
sitting of the Commission each day was 
brought up by Mr. W. G. Shannon, K.C., 
lrish counsel for the defendant, Mrs. Bula 
Croker, who asked Mr. Ferris for bis ruling 
on the matter. 

In stipulating that the Commission should 
rise at 4 o'clock each evening, Mr. Ferris 
pointed out that this was subject to re- 
arrangement. Whenever he saw the necessity 
of holding an evening session to facilitate the 
examination of a witness he’ would do go. It 
was his business to see that the testimony 
was taken fairly, and that no unnecessary 


time was wasted in the examination oí a 
witness. 

Mr. Paty objected to this statement by Mr. | 
Ferris. ‘‘It is none of your affair,” he said, 
addressing Mr. Ferris, '“ how this examination 
is conducted and whether we consume time or 
not. Your authority is confined to the terms 
of that order (the order to hold the Com- 
mission), '” 

Continuing, Mr. Paty said that, it was not 
for Mr. Ferris to pass judgment on the manner 
in which the testimony was taken and the 
examination of witnesses made. The Court 
would pass such judgment when the testi- 
mony was presented, and on the prejudice 
and bias which had been displayed by Mr. 
Ferris in this matter. 

“BIAS AND PREJUDICE.” 
Mr. Ferris objected to this statement as 


not being.correct. He was there to preside 
at the Commission and to take testimony, and | 
to see that the testimony was taken fairly. | 

Mr. Paty reiterated that the Commissioner 
was showing bias and prejudice, 

Mr. Smith, counsel for the complainants, 
the Croker children, stated that reasons 
beyond their control in the matter of the 
delay of the documents in transit from New. 
York to Dublin had prevented them from 
starting the Commission on January 16th, 
1928, as ordered. 

Mr. Paty said that on the part of the de- 
fendant, Mrs. Bula Croker, he did not 
acquiesce in the statement made by counsel 
for complainants, nor did they admit that the 
documents were returned late from New York. 
He further held that the documents never had 
any business in New York, as this Commission 
was sought for by the counsel for com- 
plainants to take Irish evidence in this case 
in Ireland. 

Mr. Paty alluded to what he termed the 
private conferences which they had observed 
taking place between the Commissioner and 
Mr. Smith, counsel for the complainants, from 
day to day. 

_Mr, Ferris—Are you asking that ag a ques- 
tion for me to answer? 

There was no reply. 

Mr. Ferris—Do [ understand that question 
was put to me, Mr. Paty!—I cannot tell you 
what you understand, Mr. Ferris, and I have 
not the slightest idea.

_t R. MILEY CROSS-EXAMINED. 

Turning to Mr. Valentine Miley, of the firm

On February 3rd, 1728, the foundation 
stone was laid for a new Parliament build- 
mz in College Green, Dublin, on the site 
of Chichester House. Strictly, the bi- 
centenary of this event occurs next year, 
but the old calendar still was in use, and 
an inscription placed in the cavity of the 
foundation stone reads: ‘‘ Lapidem posust 
tertia lt. Fehi var in 4 nno Dom. 
MDCCXXVIIT.”’ 

An immense crowd assembled tn College 
Green. The ceremony was carmed out 
with great splendour by Primate Boulter 
and the Lords Justices, assisted by the 
‘King-at-Arms, who signallel from time to 
uime to the State musicians to enliven the 
proceedings with a vaunt of music.

ROMANTIC CALLING OF 
THE LUMBER DEALER.

SOME precious documents relating to 
Charles I. have just been presented to 
the Public Records Office, and thereby 
nangs a romance. A short while ago a 
well-known antiquary was passing a fish- 
monger’s stal] when he saw among the 
waste paper some ancient manuscripts. 
He learnt that the tradesman had recently 
acquired thre sacks full, and upon 
examination this remarkable purchase was 
fouv.d to contain documents bearing the 
s'gnatures of Charles I. and Nel] Gwynn. 
“There were also records of Charles's ex- 
pedients for raising money by forced loans, 
and a list of the men of Devon who had 
subscribed. 

Tbe signatures of the King and of Nell 
Gwrrn alone are worth a considerable 
amount each, ani the whole of the literary 
and historic treasure thus found at the 
fish stall is immensely valuable.

From Shakespear characters Miss Ffolliott's 
genius bore her naturally to the high-way, 
and in 1884, at Sanger’s Amphitheatre, she 
made a hit as Turpin, in the Ride to York. 
Burlesque, in company with Nelle Farren, 
gave her further scope for the display of 
what appeared to be an infinite variety. 
From this phase of the actors’ art she could 
pass easily to the stage portraiture ot an old 
woman—witness her performances in *‘ The 
Ghost Train” and in “Outward Bound.” 
Her playing in ‘The Ghost Train ' the 
sensation of New York. 

Not content with comedy, burlesque and 
the legitimate drama. Miss Ffolliott went the 
rounds of the music hall stage with an Irish 
entertainment of her own. Then, with Mies 
Marie Tempest, at the Prince of Wales's 
Theatre in 1901 she made a perfect hit as 
Mrs. O'Dowd, in ‘“‘Becky Sharp.’ Two years 
later she was seen as Mrs. Cortelvon, tn 
company with Mrs. Patrick Campbell, in 
“The Second Mrs. Tanqueray,”’ and in 1910, 
at the Apollo Theatre, she was Mrs De 
Courcy In Perminsham'x ‘‘ General 
John Regan.”

CORK, Thursday, 


For almost half a century Cork has had 
the distinction of being the only city in 
the werld which possesses two Chambers 
of Commerce. Among members of both 
organisations, however, there appears to be 
a growirg desire for amalgamation, with a 
view to ootaining greater strength. 

This feeling was evident in the tone of the 
speeches at the forty-fifth annual meeting 
of the Cork Incorporated Chamber of Com- 
merce and Shipping, the original members 
of which seceded from the. older body. 

““I am quite aware that there ought to 
be only one Chamber in Cork,” said Mr. E. 
H. Harte, the President, who occupied the 
chair at to-day’s meeting, “but I think I 
am justified in saying that the fact that there 
are two Chambers is not the-fault of the men 
who now compose the councils of the two 
bodies.”’ There were difficulties in: the 
matter of amalgamation, but that fact was no 
reason why business men should withhold 
their support from one or other of the 
Chambers now existing. “ The fact is that 
the real remedy for any want of influence 
that we now feel is, not withdrawal from 
Chamber of Commerce work,” he went. on, 
‘but a more ardent interest and support by 
everyone interested in the commerce and 
trade of his district and the county gener- 
allv. Think what could be done if we had 
jo Cork a membership with resultant income 
anything like what the Dublin -Chamber 
enjoys. We could then have a whole-time 
secretary, with an office working in connec- 
tion with our honorary secretary. Our 
approach to the powers that be would be 
easv, as our secretary would be known to 
represent a large and important section of 
the community Prompt attention—often 
the very essence of successful. intervention— 
could be given, and, generally speaking, a 
live institution would be functioning amongst 
us, with the success and development of the 
city’s business interest as its constant care.”’ 

Mr. H. A. Pelly, manager of the Hibernian 
Bank, Ltd., Cork, Vice-President of the 
“hamber, in seconding the adoption of tne 
report, said that it was rather unfortunate 
that there were two Chambers of Commerce 
in the city. It is a pity, he added, that 
something cannot be done so that these. twa 
Chambers could unite. They won'd un- 
doubtedly be stronger and more nighly 1.- 
spected by the powers that be. For the past 
twelve months, he went on. he had laboured 
pretty hard to effect an amalgamation. and 
although he failed he considered that every 
member of that Chamber should strive to 
remove any obstacle that barred the way to 
unity. (Hear, hear.) , 
Mr. P. C. Crowley, Chairman of Cork 
Chamber of Camumerce, said that the desir- 
abuity for amalgamation was admitted bv

STRANGE BELFAST ACCIDENT: 
LORRY DRIVER CHARGED. 


A remarkable accident on the Lisburn 
road, Belfast, on Wednesday, when a man 
was killed by a telephone kiosk, knocked 
down by a motor lorry,. falling upon him, 
led to the appearance in the Belfast Custody 
Conrt yesterday of James Henry Gray, 
Battlehill, Portadown, the driver of the lorry.

At, the Monaghan Circuit Court, yesterday, 
Judge Devitt gave judgment, in a test, case 
which affected ninety-one actions that, were 
brought by attendants and nurses in the 
Monaghan Mental Hospital against the Hos- 
pital Committee in respect of wages which 
the attendants claimed were due to them, 
since the Committee reduced their wages. 
Judge Devitt gave a decree in the case. 

For the Staffm—Mr. W. J. Gleeson,. K.C., 
and Mr. Basil McGuckin, K.C. (instructed 
by Mr. Daniel X. Keenan). For the Mental 

ospital—Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., and 
Mr. J. McGonigal (instructed by Mr, M. C. 
R. Lardner, B.A.). 

It was agreed at the outset that the test 
case to be taken was that of John Thistle, 
and Mr. Gleeson said that all the cases were 
the same. 


THE COMMITTEE’S POWERS. 

Mr. Gleeson said that the question for de- 
cision. was—Was this Committee entitled in 
an arbitrary way to abrogate a contract of 
service between themselves and their em- 
ployés, and were they entitled by the mere 
passing of a resolution to ignore their con- 
tractual obligations with their employes! 
The Committee purported by a resolution of 
15th April, 1926, to effect a reduction in the 
pay of the plaintiff and of all the others ex- 
cept those who came under the description 
of tradesmen, and in respect of whom a reso- 
lution had been passed at a later stage. By 
that resolution, which applied to attendants 
and nurses, certain ‘‘cuts’’ were made in 
the rate. of pay, and the result in Thistle’s 
case was that there was a balance due at the 
end of the first month of £1 5s. 10d. If the 
Court held with the employés there would, 
of course, be much more money due, as the 
present civil bills only made up the arrears 
due to the end of June, this being due to the 
fact that it was necessary to get a sealed 
order from the Local Government Depart- 
ment to extend the time during which these 
claims could be brought. 

Counsel’ described the various steps which 
led up to the passing of the resolution by 
the Committee in March, 1926, directing the 
reduction in the salaries of the staff, and 
said that in Monaghan alone the amount in- 
volved in these claims totalled £2,000 to the 
end of June, and considerably more was now 
due if the contention of the employés was 
correct. That being so, it might be useful to 
reflect that the ablic, including the plaintiffs 
themselves, might have been saved litigation 
had the members of this Committee, with 
wisdom and moderate sense, adopted the sug- 
gestion made by Mr. O'Connor, and held a 
joint conference to deal with the proposed re- 
duction in the same way as they had pre- 
viously dealt with the increase. On the 12th 
April Mr. O'Connor wrote a letter to Dr. 
Conlon that the staff could not agree to this 
reduction. They were willing to take part 
in a discussion on salaries at an All-Ireland 
Conference. Just afterwards the reductions 
were put in force without the consent of a 
single employé affected by the resolution. 

Proceeding, counsel said that at a later 
stage the decision of the Court in the Ballina- 
sloe case of Gallagher v. the County Council 
of Galway was submitted to Dr. Conlon. In 
this case the. partial verdict for Gallagher in 
Mr. Justice Meredith’s Court had been re- 
versed by the Supreme Court, and the full 
claim of the attendant had been granted by 
a majority of the Court. 


WITNESSES ‘ ALLED. 

John Thistle, attendant, said that he was 
for 74 years in the employment of the 
Monaghan Mental Hospital Committee. He 
was appointed on probation, and was handed 
a oak of rules as to conduct. He was sub- 
sequently appointed to the permanent staff. 
Prior to the lst May, 1926, his monthly wage 
was £8 6s. 8d. 

Continuing, the witness said that the first 
intimation that he had directly was about the 
second week of June, when he got a paying 
order for £7 Os. 10d., a difference of £1 
5s. 10d. He was aware of what was going 
on. A deduction was made from his pay 
under the Superannuation Acts. There was 
no notice that his old terms of employment 
were to be terminated.- He was a member of 
the Union, and concurred with the view of 
Mr. O’Connor that he was only taking this 
money without prejudice to his rights. . 

Mr. M. J. O'Connor, secretary of the 
union, gave evidence of what took place on 
the occasions that he had been before the 
Committee. 

For the defence, Thomas Gallagher, Clerk 
of the Asylum, proved the minutes of the 
Committee's proceedings. 

Addressing the Court for the defence, Mr. 
Maguire said that the decision was one forced 
on the Committee by the economic condition 
of the country. In the Ballinasloe case the

A fortnight ago prohibition in 
United States celebrated its eighth birth- 
day. We might suppose that, after eight 
years, the success or failure of this great | 
experiment would be definite, but its 
results still are a subject of the fiercest 
controversy. In the first place, the 
Republic is a vast area, with an infinite 
variety of social and economic conditions, 
In the next place, accounts of the opera- 
tion of prohibition are coloured by the 
interest or principles not only of those 
who render them, but of those who, receive 
them. Prohibition, like protection, is an 
issue which nearly everybody approaches 
with strong prejudices. A tremendous 
case can be made against prohibition, and 
we may summarise it conveniently from a 
review of its results by the New York 
the Daily Telegraph.

The truth 
seems to be that, while prohibition has not 
succeeded according to plan, the nation, 
as a whole, is not dissatisfied with the 
results, real or apparent. As we see the 


situation, the people of the United States 
admit quite frankly all the evils 
prohibition, but hold that the benefits out- 
weigh them. On the one hand, drink 
can be got easily by people who “know 
the ropes,” have plenty of money ard are 
prepared to gamble with their health. 
There are hundreds of thousands of such 
people, but there are millions who, under 
the prohibition law, cannot get drink 
easily, are not affluent, and are careful 
of their health. Temptation is less 
dangerous because it has become more 
difficult. The mass of the nation 
has become more temperate for the same 
two reasons which now are promoting 
temperance in the Irish Free State: drink 
is too dear and facilities to obtain it are 
less obvious than formerly.

A fortnight ago in the 
United States celebrated its eighth birth- 
day. We might suppose that, after eight 
years, the success or failure of: this great 
experiment would be definite, but its 
results still are a subject of the fiercest 
controversy. In the first place, the 
Republic is a vast area, with an infinite 
variety of social and economic conditions. 
In the next place, accounts of the opera- 
tion of prohibition are coloured by the 
interest or principles not only of those 
who render them, but of those who receive 
them. Prohibition, like protection, is an 
issue which nearly everybody approaches 
with strong prejudices. A tremendous 
case can be made against prohibition, and

As we see the 
situation, the people of the United States 
admit quite frankly all the evils 
prohibition, but hold that the benefits out- 
weigh them. On the one hand, drink 
can be got easily by people who “know 
the ropes,’ have plenty of money and are 
prepared to gamble with their health. 
There are hundreds of thousands of such 
people, but there are millions who, under 
the prohibition law, cannot get drink 
easily, are not affluent, and are careful 
of their health. Temptation is less 
dangerous because it has become more 
difficult. The mass of the nation 
has become more temperate for the same 
two reasons which now are promoting 
temperance in the Irish Free State: drink 
is too dear and facilities to obtain it are 
less obvious than formerly. Furthermore.

NEW STEPS TO BE TAKEN.

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Tord Haig will be buried within a mile 
ot Demersyde (which, as border chieftains, 
the Haigs have held in an unbroken line 
since years before the conquest), near the 
tomb of Sir Walter Scott, in the shelter 
of the beautiful ruins of the lofty north 
transept of Dryburgh Abbey. 

The Rev. J. F. McCreath, minister of 
the little parish which includes Bemer- 
syde and Dryburgh Abbey, stated yester- 
day that at the annual Service at Dry- 
burgh Abbey Lord Haig, while sitting by 
the tombs of his ancestors with his Bible 
in his hand, suddenly startled him with 
the question, apropos of nothing at all, 
“ Minister, where are you going to bury 
me?” 

Mr. McCreath replied, ' Westminster 
Abbey, of course,” forgetting for the 
moment that St. Paul’s is the traditional 
resting place of great soldiers. Lord 
Haig shook his head and smiled, and then 
said, 'Oh, no; not Westminster Abbey. 
This is my resting place.” i 

There are scores of Haigs buried at Dry- 
burgh. It has been their resting place 
for hundreds of years, and only two other 
families have the right of burial in 
Dryburgh Abbey. 


A SCOTTISH LAIRD. 

The body will arrive at St. Boswells at 
about 1 o'clock on Tuesday afternoon. and 
will be carried through several of the 
villages in the neighbourhood of Bemer- 
syde before burial takes place at 
Dryburgh Abbey, probably at about 2.30.

NEW DELHI, Thursday. 

In his address this morning to the two 
Houses ef the Legislature at the opening 
of the new session, Lord Irwin, the 
Viceroy, commenced by referring to the 
very satisfactory relations enjoyed by 
India along her land frontier. 

His Excellency then spoke of the cordial 
reception given by the Government of 
South Africa and the white population of 
the Union to Mr. Srinivasa Sastri, the 
new Indian Agent in South Africa, who 
had already done much to improve rela- 
tions between Europeans and [Indians in 
that country. ' 

Turning to the visit of the Simon Com- 
mission, which arrives in India to-morrow, 
Lord Irwin said that a large section of 
Indian public opinion showed serious mis- 
apprehension upon two points. In the 
first place, the British Government did not 
intend to ask Parliament to adopt the 
Commission s proposals without first giving 
Indian opinion the opportunity of exerting 
by personal contact full weight in shaping 
the views of the Joint Parliamentary 
Committee before Parliament has been 
asked to express an opinion on any parti- 
cular proposals. 


NO AFFRONT TO INDIA. 


In the second place, no affront to India 
has been intended by the British Govern- 
ment and Parliament in not appointing 
any Indian members to the Simon Commis- 
sion, This must be periectly clear to 
anyone who has troubled to read the 
speeches made in Parliament, and the 
accusations of deliberate insult made by 
many in India were but the products of 
ated imaginations. 

Indians now had the opportunity of 
influencing Parliament through the Com- 
mission. The policy of boycott could at 
best only lead to disappointment, and at 
worst bring consequences with which India 
was unhappily not without experience in 
the past. 

Lord Irwin declared that His Majesty's 
Government had sought very full and 
very unprecedented means of placing 
Indians in a position to take an ample 
share with them in the evolution of their 
country’s future. There was a real 
danger in some quarters of mistaking 
shadows for reality. 


THE SUGGESTED BOYCOTT. 


His lordship described in detail. the 
opportunities which the procedure in 
regard to the Commission gave to Indian 
opinion to influence t@e course of events, 
and said the verdict of history would not 
fail to return judgment against those who 
sought to use their power to hinder, when 
it was in their power to help. Those who 
argued that the boycotting of the inquiry 
would do no harm to the cause of India 
were dangerously deluding themse!ves and 
others. The Commission would carry 
through its inquiry with, he hoped, the 
generous assistance of all shades of Indian 
opinion, but, whether.such assistance was 
offered or withheld, the inquiry would 
proceed, and the report would be pre- 
sented to Parliament, on which Parlia- 
ment would take whatever action it 
deemed appropriate. 

He earnestly hoped that the good-will 
towards India expressed during the 
debates in Parliament when: appointing 
the Commission would not be lightly cast 
aside by Indians, lest misgivings should 
be created. 

What, he asked, was there to be gained 
by a policy of boycott, which could only 
interpose further obstacles in the way of 
mutual understanding? He spoke as a 
well-wisher and friend sincerely desirous 
of assisting India and dissuading her from 
mistaking the path at one of the cross- 
roads of her destiny.

NEW DELHI Thursday. 

The lobbies of the Indian Iegislative 
Assembly are buzzing with discussions as 
to the future of the Reserve Bank Bill 
in view of the difficult situation created 
by the ruling of Mr.. Patel, the President 
of the Assembly. 

Mr. Patel has ruled that the Finance 
member may not introduce his new bill 
until the old and amended bill, which was 
shelved, has been withdrawn, thus necessi- 
tating a considerable delay in the pre- 
sentation of the revised plan. 

The Government appears desirous of re- 
moving the period of uncertainty hanging 
over the market. To-day’s lobby discus- 
sion reveals the possibility that the 
Government may shortly proceed with the 
old bill from the point at which the dis- 
cussion was stopped during the Simla 
session, and, after it has been passed by 
the Assembly, may take it to the Council 
of State, there move such amendments 
as may be necessary to approximate the 
measure to the new proposals for a share- 
holders’ bank, and then seek the Assembly’s 
endorsement, 

[Note.—The Government’s original plan 
favoured a bank financed by private share- 
holders. During the last session the 
Assemblv amended the bill to provide for 
a State Bank, and thereupon the Govern- 
ment suspended further discussion of the 
project for the rest of the session. ]

| SCOTS NOT 
THRIFTY. 


ENGLISH AND WELSH 
SAVING MORE. 


“— 


An Englishman, speaking at Edinburgh 
last night, sought to disprove the widely 
accepted theory that the Scot is more 
thrifty than the Englishman or Welshman. 

He quoted statistics of investments in 
trustees savings banks, Post Office sav- 
ings banks, savings certificates, and 
building societies to prove his contention. 

England and Wales won easily in all 
save the first-named class. In the aggre- 
gate Scotland showed average savings of 
only £17 18s. Od. per head, as against 
£24 1s. Od. per head in the other countries. 

The demonstrator was Mr. Harold BelN- 
man, Chairman of the Metropolitan 
Association of Building Societies, and hav- 
ing given these statistics he asked: ‘* Do 
not these facts, submitted by a mere 
Southerner with becoming humility, tend 
to dimitish, if not to destroy, the reputa- 
tion of the Scots for systematic, sacrificial 
thrift ?”’ 

Referring to the “ inspired propaganda 
which seeks to establish the Scot as having 
uw passion for thrift,’ he said that the 
aggregate savings in the trustees’ savings 
banks for England and Wales towards the 
end of 1926 were £45,374,000—an average 
per head of the population of £1 ás. 0d.— 
against £31,934,000—an average per head 
of £6 10s.—in Scotland. 


WHERE ENGLAND SCORES. 

The Post Office savings bank showed 
a very different position. The total sav- 
ings in England and Wales were reported 
to be £263,833,000—an average of £6 15s. 
per head. In Scotland they were 
£9,908,000, or £2 per head. 

Estimates that he had made, based on 
the savings certificates investments re- 
corded for England and Wales and Scot- 
land in the past three years, led him to 
suggest that the aggregate investments 
held in savings certificates in England and 
Wales amounted to £449,000,000, or 
approximately £11 10s. per head of the 
population, as against £44,000,000 in Scot- 
land, or an average of £9. 

At the end of 1926 the investment in 
the 1,020 building societies in England 
and Wales was £181,375,000, or £4 lds. 
per head of the population, whereas in 
Scotland the aggregate investment in the 
eighty-two Scottish building societies was 
only £2,075,000, or an average of only 
eight shillings per head. 


DECREASE IN HABIT 
OF SAVING. 


ENGLISH CANON’S VIEW OF 
HIS COUNTRYMEN. 
Canon Peter Green, speaking at the 
annual meeting yesterda, of the Manchester 
and Salford Penny Bank, which this year 
celebrates its jubilee, said that it was 
rather a shock to him when called upon 
to assist. through a charitable organisa- 
tion, a woman who needed convalescent 
treatnent, to discover that the son, aged 
eighteen. had just bought a motor-bicycle 
for over £80. Yet a suggestion of the 
word “charity” in the home would have 

nearly blown the roof off. 

There. had bee: a great decrease in the 
habit of saving. There were now, not only 
sweet shops and cinemas as inducements to 
take away the money of young people, but 
also dog racing and footbal] betting 
coupons. 

“ I am depressed,’? added Canon Green, 
““to see the decreased inclination to 
exercise a little seli-control and self- 
denial. Not many people to-day are pre- 
pared to postpone present pleasures for 
their fature welfare.’’ 


RETIRED? 
SCEPTICISM IN AMERICAN

750,000 dollars and fifty per cent. of the 
net receipts in excess of a million dollars, 
finds himself rather in a quandary. 

From the box office tandpelnt, Dempsey 
is the outstanding man to fight Tunney, 
and Mr. Rickard could never hope to 
stage anything like so successful a bout 
with anybody else as an opponent for the 
world’s championship. 

With Dempsey out of the running, it 
would be a comparatively simple matter 
to whip up public interest in a fight 
between Tunney and some lesser foe. 

Mr. Rickard is known to incline towards 
Sharkey, as he thinks that the Boston 
fighter is likely to prove the best drawing 
card for such a match, which would take 
place in June. 

After that the “ ballyhoo ” would begin 
for a come-back by Dempsey, and the 
mighty publicity organisation at Mr. 
Rickard’s command would open an inten- 
sive campaign guaranteed to ensure a 
“ sell out ” for the third meeting next 
September between Tunney and Dempsey.

THREATENED. 


DEMAND FOR REFORM 
OF THE INDUSTRY, 


From Our Own Corresponpent. 
BERLIN, Thursday. 

German farming organisations declare 
that an “ uprising of the German peasant 
will take place until his wishes are ful. 
filled by the Government.” The farmers’ 
representatives are demanding practical 
plans for reforming and improving their 
industry. The organisation “ Landbund,”’ 
Junkers, 
is said to be trying to re-align the country 
folk, and drive them into opposition 
against the German Republic. 

“ Landbund '” has submitted a farm 
bill, which is to be presented to the 
Government. This bill demands a new 
prohibitive tariff on foreign agricultural 
products, to encourage the German farmer 
to grow more foodstuffs, which Germany 
is importing at the present time. 

One of the chief objections of the farmer 
is against the owners of motor cars, who 
ruin the roads, for the maintenance of 
which the farmers have to pay. They 
are demanding that the motor car owners 
shall be forced to pay for the upkeep of 
the roads, and that Germany shall be re- 
stricted from borrowing money abroad, 
because the interest on foreign loans is 
too high. ; 

The farmers also demand that the 
Government, shall help them to pay the 
farm labourers their wáges in a similar 
manner to the assistance given to in- 
dustrial workers, but, at the same time, 
they demand permission to import cheap 
Polish labour for the harvests. 

The Government, after promising the 
farmers about three million sterling 
credits, believes that the greatest danger 
has been avoided, and that the bulk of 
the farmers will be deaf to the whisper- 
ings of the Junker agitators, who, being 
short of cash themselves, are unable to 
carry on a really dangerous campaign. 


BRITISH TRADE. 


THE NATLONALBALANCE 
SHEET.

In a leading article The Times 
observes :—The official estimate of last 
year’s balance of trade presents a much 
more optimistic picture of the national 
balance-sheet than we have been accus- 
tomed to expect during the last few years. 
The effects of the disastrous coal stoppage 
of 1926 are, of course, still apparent in 
the trade returns of the first half of the 
year, but those for the last quarter seem 
to indicate the beginning, however small, 
of a genuine buail revival. Judging by 
value, the visible items show, as was ex- 
pected, a marked improvement on 1926, 
but the final result of the year's trading 
leaves an adverse balance, slightly larger 
than that of 1925. 

Aiter enumerating some of the invisible 
items on the national balance-sheet, 
The Times proceeds:—After the dismal 
results of 1926 these are encouraging 
figures, but it is important to remember 
that they are merely estimates ; they can- 
not claim to more than educated 
guesses, and the subsequent official re- 
vision of these balancing items in past 
years makes it imperative to regard them 
with the greatest reserve. To what 
lengths revision may be carried is clearly 
shown by the fate of the estimates for 
1924. For that year our income avail- 
able for investment overseas was originally 
calculated at £29,000,000. Subsequent re- 
visions enlarged the total first to 
£65,000,000, and finally to £86,000,000, 
an increase of nearly 200 per cent. That 
the original figure erred on the side of 
modesty will very generally be con- 
ceded, but the fact that such 
error is possible shows how imper- 
fect our knowledge of these important 
items really is. Some indication of the 
real sum available for investment overseas 
is, of course, given by the amount of new 
oversea capital issues, but that is only a 
very rough guide, and the figures for the 
last three years bear. little relation to tite 
official estimates of the Board of Trade. 
During the three years, 1925-27, oversea 
issues on the London Market amounted, 
according to the calculations made by the 
MidJand Bank, to £339,000,000. The 
Board of Trade estimate of our total 
national surplus during the same period 
was only £143,000,000. The huge dis- 
crepancy between these two figures must 
somehow be accounted for, and the key to 
the riddle lies, without doubt, in nume- 
rous unchronicled transactions which are 
known to amount in the aggregate to very 
large sums. 

In the present state of our statistical 
knowledge, these items, which enter into 
the balance of payments, are not only 
invisible but imponderable. Finally, a 
comparison of last year’s estimated 
surplus of £86,000,000, with the pre-war 
figure of £180,000,000, leaves room for 
reflection. It is true that we have been 
passing through an unparalleled period of 
depression in our exporting industries, 
which has naturally diminished the power 
to save; yet in the past the development 
of our export trade has depended in large 
part on the continual stream of capital 
invested overseas. It seems as if the 
economic changes wrought by the war were 
enclosing us in a vicious cirele. If that is 
so, nothing but the strictest economy, 
both public and private, will enable us 
to break it. 


FRENCH FINANCIAL

Sir Warren Fisher, head of the British Civil 
Service, and his colleagues on the Special 
Board of Inquiry appointed by Mr. Baldwin 
to investigate statements affecting civil ser- 
vants, made in the case Ironmonger and Co. 
Mrs. Dyne, held their first meeting yesterday. 

The procedure to be followed in the con- 
duct of the inquiry was discussed. Arrange- 
ments are being made for the examination of 
a considerable number of witnesses. he 
procedure will be in accordance with the 
practice of the Civil Service in similar inquiries 
in the past. Witnesses will not be required 
to make their statements on oath, the 
tribunal not being a judicial body, and the 
whole of the proceedings will be conducted 
in private. The board was appointed imme- 
diately after judgment had been given against 
Mrs. Dyne, wife of a sculptor, who was sued 
hy Messrs. Ironmonger and Co., the bankers, 
to recover £38,938 in respect of losses in 
foreign exchange transactions. 

Mrs. Dyne had been gambling in foreign 
currencies, and, according to her leading 
counsel, Sir Henry Maddocks, K.C., she dealt 
in 420.850.0000 French and Belgian francs, 
17.000.000 lire, 1,000,000 wetas, 120,000 
kroner, and 100,000 dollars. The total amount 
exceeded £3,000,000 in English currency. 

It was alleged that Mrs. Dyne, who at one 
time acted as his secretary, was introduced 
to Messrs. Ironmonger by Mr. J. D. Gregory, 
C.M.G., Assistant Under-Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs. It was stated that Mr. 
Gregory lost £9,000 in transactions with 
Messrs. Ironmonger. The name of Com- 
mander Maxse. R.N., of the Foreign Office, 
was also mentioned in the case. 

Pending the inquiry those two officials have 
heen “relieved from dutv.” This is the usual 
procedure in the case of a departmental in- 
quiry, and, of course, has no other significance. 
The officials welcome the inquiry as a means 
of vindicating themselves.

Speaking at a night meeting in the same 
hall on ‘‘ The Gospel of the Kingdom and 
the Gospel of Christ,” the Rev. Mr. Goard 
said that the key to the Kingdom of God was 
that in one of the nations was established 
Divine rule, commencing with the material, 
national, temporal, and progressing to the 
spiritual. The centre of the Kingdom of God 
was the Israel people, now identified with the 
Ceito-Saxon race. The Gospel of Christ was 
that gospel which had been preached from 
the beginning of Christian dispensation. The 
Christian ministry of Our Lord began with 
the cry, ‘‘ Repent ye, for the Kingdom of 
Heaven is at hand’’—emphasising the national 
element. The end of the age was fulfilling 
Our Lord’s prediction that the Gospel of the 
Kingdom shall be preached in all the world, 
witnessed to by all nations, and that then 
shall come the end.

PROPOSED REMOVAL OF 


TRADE BARRIERS. 


-—————&x—— 


The report oí the 
Inguiry, issued yesterday, 
‘“Britain’s Industrial Future,” 
compiled by a committee appointed on the 
initiative of. the organisers of the Liberal 
Summer Schools. Its conclusions are in no 
sense official, but they will be submitted as 
soon as possible for the approval of the 
Liberal Party. The committee included among 
ite members Mr. Lloyd George, Sir Herbert 
Samuel, Sir John Simon, and the late Mr. 
Cc. F. G. Masterman. 

The report says that, to the 
general reform of the industrial system, 
present conditions call for two lines cf 
policy—(1) A special effort to secure, by 
international means, the removal of trade 
barriere of all kinds, and (2) a programme of 
national development, which should increase 
our productive power, and, at the same time, 
by providing employment, enlarge te 
demand of the working population. 

CONTROL OF MONOPOLIES. 

In the portion of the report which deals 
with the organisation of industry there 
presented a detailed analysis of the different 
types of industrial concern. Recommenda- 
‘cone are made for the effective control of 
monopolies. The part which the State ought 
to play-in the future in the direction of large- 
and m enterprise is indicated, and the related 
problems of capital expenditure, of invest- 
men.t and of company finance, are reviewed. 

Proposals are made for the setting up of a 
Board of. National Investment, under whose 
direction the raising of capital by public 
authorities would be systematised and 
cheapened ; the safeguarding of the invest 
ing public by a thorough-going reform of 
joint stoek company technique, aud the co 
‘xdination of national policy in the economic 
sphere, under the guidance of an 
general staff. 

WAGE-REGULATION. 

In the section dealing with the relations of 
employer and employed, emphasis 1s laid 
upon the social necessity of a comprehensive 
and equitable system of wage-regulation. 
Proposals are put forward to improve the 
status of the wage-earner by the establish- 
ment of Works Councils under statutory 
reguiation, and methods of  enconraging 
employé-ownership are set lo! th in. detail. The 
Ministry of Labour, under the scheme, would 
assume the wide responsibilities of a Ministry 
of Industry, and to it would be attached a 
representative Council of Industry. 

For dealing with the problem of unemploy- 
ment in.relation to its present-day industrial 
background, there is foreshadowed a pro- 
gramme of national! development—the revival 
of acriculture, the betterment of towns, and 
the creation of effective means of transport— 
which. while it logically carries forward 
established Liberal policy, is to be rendered 
possible by the remodelling of governmental 
machinery, suggested earlier in the report 
Attention is also paid to the problem of local 
taxation. and there are elaborated proposals 
for the transference to the State of some of 
the burdens which it imposes. In particular, 
it is urged that the outdoor relief of the 
able-bodied poor should be made a national 
responsibility.

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MAIN ROADS IN CORK.

COUNTY COUNCIL DISCUSSION. 
From Our SpectAL CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Th ursday. 

‘The Cork County Council to-day took up 
the consideration of the road estimates for 
the coming year, which was adjourned fron 
the last meeting, when it had heen: decided 
to allocate £144,000 to maintenance works 
and £16,000 to new works. 

Messrs. Lynch and Cronin referred to the 
disorder at their last meetings and it was 
unanimously agreed that the Chairman, Mr. 

r J. Broderick, should enforce Standing 
Order 23 during the proceedings, and limit 
each speech to five minutes, members: to 
speak once only. on any particular subject. 

A letter which. was received since the las 
meeting was read from the Local is mor 
Dcpartment on the subject of the allocation 
of monevg as between main and county roads 
lt specified that grants would be 50 per cent. 
of the cost of the upkeep of main trunk roadc 
and 30 per cent. in the case of other roads. 

Mr. Corry said that.the main roads were 
80 per cent. better that vear than last vear, 
but the by-roads were 100 per cent. worse. 
He considered that. £80,000 should be devoted 
to the by-roads ‘during the coming year. 

Mr. Bradlev said that if the Department's 
letter was received sooner they might not 
have had the extraordinary “ cut” in. the 
surveyor’s estimates that took piace. It was 
an “cut” of £130,000, and that was altogther 
too heavy and,unfair to the roads and the 
people. 8 

The Secretary pointed out that at the last 
meeting only £144,000 was allocated for main- 
tenance work and £16,000 to new works, but 
if they complied with the terms of the letter 
thev would have to increase the £144,000 to 
£149.000 in order to get the benefit of the 
grant, and that would mean that the alloca- 
tion of £16,900 for new works would have to 
come down to about £11,000. 

Mr. Daily, T.D., moved, and Mr. J. Barry 
seconded, the suspension of Standing Orders to 
enable the sum fixed for roads during the 
coming year to be increased from £160,000 to 
£165,000. 

Mr. Corry and Mr. ©. M‘Carthy put for- 
ward an amendment not to do so, and on a 
poll being taken 30 voted for the suspension 
and 24 against. The motion, however, failed 
as the requisite two-thirds majority was not 
secured. | 

Memhers took different views in another 
discussion which followed as to whether the 
£5.000 should be taken from the £16,000 
allocated for new works and be added to the 
figure for maintenance works to bring the 
latter up to £149,000, and thus qualify for 
the grant. i 

On a poll twenty-one members voted for 
suspending Standing Orders to enable the 
£5.000 to be so transferred from the moneys 
allowed for new works, and twenty-six 
voted against, the motion accordingly being 
lost. . 

The matter again came up for discussion 
after the luncheon interval, and eventually a 
motion that the meeting adjourn at 4.30 p.m. 
for a week was carried.
